

To amend the Laws relating to Ejectment and 
Replevin in Ireland.

CU JR, it frequently occurs that in certain cases persons preamble, 
having certain Estates and interests in Lands, Tenements 
and Hereditaments in Ireland, have granted, assigned or conveyed the 
said Estates or interests, reserving certain Rents or periodical suras of 
5 money to be paid during the continuance of such Estates and interests, 
and also reserving a right of re-entry upon default made in the non- 
payment of such periodical sums of money, but not having or retaining 
any reversion in such persons so granting or conveying as aforesaid : 

And whereas it has been considered and held that the provisions of 
10 the several Statutes in Ireland relating to Ejectments and Distresses 
for non-payment of Rent do not extend to such cases wherein no rever- 
sion hath been reserved :

to clauses, provisions and enactments of the several Statutes relating to
